President  Moyle  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the 
SB  I Twelve  since  1947.

ous public  service  positions, 
i President  Clark  was  born 
iSept.  1,  1871  in  Grantsville.  He 
I spent  his  youth  on  the  family 
[farm,  and  received  his  education 
at  the  old  LDS  College  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  at  the  University  of 
Utah  and  at  Columbia  Law 
School.  He  became  one  of  the 
leading  international  lawyers, 
businessmen  and  diplomats  of 
the  country. 

President  Moyle  was  bom 
April  22.  1889,  in  Salt  Lake  City 
and  studied  at  University  of 
Utah.  University  of  Freiberg, 
University  of  Chicago  and  Har- 
vard University.  He  was  active 
as  a lawyer  and  in  the  petroleum 
industry  before  his  call  as  an 
apostle.

Dr.  Smith  is  a professor  at  the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of 
Business  Administration.  He  has  been  a member  of  the  faculty 
at  the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Business  since  1934. 

During  this  time  he  has  also  served  for  several  years  as 
senior  assistant  dean  at  that  school,  as  a visiting  instructor  of 
business  administration  at  Yale  Law  School  in  1937-38,  as  a 
visiting  professor  at  Stanford  Business  School  during  the  sum- 
mer of  3954  and  as  adviser  to  the  University  of  Istanbul  in  1956. 
A native  of  Utah,  Dr.  Smith’s  education  includes  an  A.B. 

degree  from  the  University  of 
Utah  and  M.B.A.  and  D.C.S.  de- 
grees from  Harvard. 

He  has  written  many  books, 
including  a book  on  policy  form- 
ulation and  administration. 

Acted  as  Consultant 
Dr.  Smith  has  acted  as  con- 
sultant to  many  large  industrial 
corporations,  including  Conti- 
nental Oil  Company  and  Carne- 
gie Corporation.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  many  business  insti- 
tutes and  societies. 

He  is  presently  on  the  1959 
Danforth  faculty  which  is  spon- 
soring several  summer  .seminars 
on  religion  and  morality  in  busi- 
ness administration.

A 9.3  SECOND  100-yard  dash 
by  Charlie  Tidwell  of  Kansas, 
which  tied  a world  record,  was 
disallowed  because  of  a 10'/^ 
mile-an-hour  wind. 

San  Jose  State  finished  second 
in  the  meet  with  48  1/10  points 
and  was  followed  by  Houston, 
38;  Oklahoma,  31;  Oklahoma 
State,  22  1/10;  Boston  U.,  20; 
Eastern  Michigan,  20;  Missouri, 
19;  Illinois,  18%;  and  New  Mex- 
ico, 18.
